1. Applicant's arguments filed 10 October 2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. Concerning the argument on page 3 of the Remarks, Applicant argues a lack of motivation to combine Farnham with Ye/Lundahl. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. The concept of applying a weight to provide higher priority to newer objects in order to increase accuracy 
of provided data is well known in the art. 

3. Concerning the argument on page 4 of the Remarks, the applicant argues that "Farnham does not teach statistical data comprising a 
time-sensitive weight for each of the plurality of objects in each of the one or more clusters, the time sensitive weight having a value that 
decreases at a specified rate such that more recently received objects are assigned a higher priority." 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Farnham teaches the features of importance scaling, which is a measure of significance to be 
applied to the importance of an object relative to other measures and of time decay, which is how quickly strength of association and 
object values decay with time. These features are considered to meet the required limitations of a time sensitive weight. 

4. Concerning the argument on page 4 of the Remarks, the applicant argues "Farnham does not teach that the one or more clusters are 
condensed for maintenance at a high level of granularity as one or more cluster droplets." 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. Farnham discloses the concept of merging clusters, which is considered to represent the claimed 
concept of condensing clusters. As the number of clusters decrease, there are fewer clusters that require maintenance. 

5. Since the rejections of the independent claims are maintained, the rejections of the dependent claims are also maintained. . 
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
